Boys. Gentlemens Houſekeepers opening their 
Pipes upon the Under-Servants about Earthen- 
Ware being broke, Soap and Candles waſted, 
and the Furniture and Stair-Caſe not being duſt- 
ed, that they may know for a Certainty what 
Authority ſhe has. Inſolvent Debtors ſhake 
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Hands with Bailiffs, and appear out of the Verge 
of the Court with gay Countenances. Beggars 


planting themſelves about the Church Doors, 
that they may teize the Pariſhoners going to Di- 
vine Service with their forced Cries and ſham 
Sores. Kept Miſtreſſes are as lazy in their Beds,

Recruits in the Savoy, as well as Priſoners in all 
other Gaols, dg their Eyes and Limbs, be- 
cauſe their Keepers will not let them have any Ge- 
neva to drink, contrary to Act of Parliament and 
the expreſs Orders of the Houſe. The Ap- 
prentices of poor Mechanics, who are juſt return- 
ed from Church, and told their Maſters the Text, 
are begging to go and ſee their Parents the Re- 
mainder of the Evening. Poor Women who 
live in Courts, Yards, and Alleys in the Suburbs 
of London, bringing their Chairs into the Streets, 
where they ſit with their conſtant Goſſips, and pats 
their Verdict on People going into, and coming 
out of the Fields.
